THE GREATNESS OF PASSERS-BY 


C. Haddon Chambers did a great thing when he wrote Passers-by. It 
is a great play, for a number of reasons, but its chief claim to distinction 
lies in the fact that it contains a child’s role—that of Little Peter—which 
comes as near being perfect as human effort can be capable of. 


The work of the players is fine. A. G. Andrews is clever, Frank H. West- 
erton, excellent; Charles Cherry, splendid, and Louis Edgarde, simply great. 
Alma Belwin, Annie Esmonde and Charlotte E. Ives, the latter in a most 
thankless part, all acquit themselves with extraordinary credit. 


But over and above all the many virtues of the piece and people, stand- 
ing out clearer than the suberb stage-management, dwarfing the exquisite 
fancy, superior technique, and all of the author’s many other excellencies, 
is the wonderful child’s role. 

It has so few lines that their number is neglible—yet they suffice. 

The lines are so short that they are monosyllabic mostly—yet they are 
intensely telling. The business is simplicity itself—yet rarely effective. In 
no way could it possibly tax the memory or burden the mind of any ordii- 
mary youngster—-yet it is a feature role. 

Though only a bit, it is a most wonderful bit—quite the most remark- 
able child’s role ever written, and likely to stand as such for many years. 


STAGE JOKES, GOOD AND BAD; THEIR USE AND ABUSE. 


A sacred writer once said: “There is nothing new under the sun,” and 
for two thousand years the human race has been repeating his words. An- 
other writer, Mile. Rose Bertin, modifies this statement somewhat by declar- 
ing: “There is nothing new except what is forgotten.” The latter bit of reason- 
ing is not so hard on the “stage joke,” which it is our purpose to discuss for a 
few moments. Dished up with a new sauce, or presented to the public in a 
new dress—even tho it wobbles in on crutches—the old joke isn’t quite so 
disgusting as it would be in its original form. Some performers have the 
happy faculty of putting over a bewhiskered wheeze in a way that gets the 
audience's goat, so to speak; many a preadamic pun gets a laugh because the 
artist knows how to tell it, as it were. But the vaudeville artist who depends 
on the joke intrinsically for his applause, must be sure his material is new, 
for if it is not, he is likely to be greeted with great gushes of silence, instead 
of the much-coveted rounds of laughter. Patter on the program often turns 
out to be mere chatter on the stage. Patter, if it be bright, breezy and new, is 
about as entertaining to the average vaudeville audience as any other form of 
act. Considered in its restricted sense, chatter is mere volubility, always 
more or less boorish. Last week an act consisting of two performers, man 
and woman appeared at one of the big vaudeville houses in a Western city, 
and offered what they termed “Sidewalk Patter.” “Gutter Patter” would 
have been a much more appropriate title. Aside from their vulgarity, the 
jokes, foisted upon the innocent audience in which sat the writer, had all 
the qualifications necessary to gain them admission into any Altenheim. The 
age of their jokes, however, could not be considered the worst of this duo’s 
crimes. It was the insulting manner In which they abused the audience for 
its failure to laugh, which deserves the fullest condemnation. After delivering 
a joke, which made the rounds of every vaudeville circuit ten years ago, and 
failing to detect even the slightest ripple among the audience, the male mem- 
ber of the team spoke, sotto voce, to his partner, of the dead crowd “out 
front.” Other uncomplimentary remarks, delivered in an undertone, but 
loud enough to be. heard, succeeded only in angering a thoroughly disgusted 
audience. This is not the first act that has been guilty of this offense. Other 
performers have indulged in the same practice, and there are a few cases on 
record of managers cancelling acts for this very reason. The team mentioned 
would have undoubtedly scored well with better material. The lady had 
g00d looks, a pleasing voice, and a good stage presence. The man was gifted 
by nature with a funny face and a pecullar voice. 

Vaudeville theatres have regular patrons who make weekly visits to their 
favorite houses. The vaudeville artist should not lose sight of this fact, and 


if his personality is not stronger than his material, his material must be 
stronger than his personality. In any event, the artist who uses new jokes 
may expect much more sympathy from his audience than the other fellow. 
Appreciation as we understand it, is measured by the amount of applause 
the audience is willing to give; next to salary, which is determined by his pop- 
ularity, the dearest thing to any actor is APPLAUSE. 


AMERICAN PLAYS, AND ENGLISH NEWSPAPERS 


“Read your English newspapers,” says Henry W. Savage, “and you'll see 
that the ‘hands-across-the-sea’ sentiment which a great many of us on this 
side of the water have for a long time so fondly cherished, is a joke, and it’s 
on us. Instead of giving us a little the best of it when we are in competition 
with others, they go out of the way to attack anything that bears the 
American trademark, whether it be an automobile, an athletic contest, a 
Panama Canal project or a play. The majority of English editors can see 
nothing good in an American institution. They use the word American as 
a synonym for inferior, and sneer and snarl at an American enterprise until 
one is compelled to wonder at the bitterness they display.” 

Mr. Savage returned recently from a six weeks’ visit to Europe. The 
greater part of his time abroad was spent in London, where he went to wit- 
ness the Drury Lane production of “Every-woman.” The treatment given 

rnals to a number of other plays which have been success- 
jp aype' nage age yr a as well as the English editorial attitude to- 
ward the accomplishments of Americans in sundry other fields of endeavor, 
is responsible for the producer’s cheerfully expressed opinion of the news- 
paper publications of King George’s realm. 

“Not in the past thirty years,” continued Mr. Savage, “has there been 
noticeable such a spirit influencing the writings of the majority of English 
newspaper men. They appear to resent American success, and they certain- 
ly use all of the powers of their columns to belittle American products. 

“It is the newspapers of England which are trying so hard to have a 
prohibitive tariff placed upon the cheaply priced automobiles of American 
manufacture. There are more French motor cars of the same grade sold 
in Great Britain, but that doesn’t seem to annoy the English molders of pub- 
lic opinion; their efforts are bent toward the exclusion of the American-_ 
made machines. 

“The English newspapers are responsible for the feeling that exists 
throughout the empire regarding the Panama Canal. They never let an op- 
portunity escape to present our side of the question in a bad light. Am- 
erican victories in the Olympic games brought forth from them reflections 
on our sportmanship which in the sight of other countries represented in 
those contests put England and its sports fraternity in the class with the 
bear with a sore head. 

“In the case of theatricals the same attitude is maintained. British 
newspapers inveigh against the English engagements of American actors, 
because the visitors ‘take the bread from the mouths’ of the native product. 
The fact that English actors who find engagements in this country outnumber 
by more than ten to one the American actors who appear in England appar- 
ently means nothing to them. 

“In the matter of plays and productions, the English critics profess to 


believe that anything which is crude and even that which fs vulgar is typical- 
ly American.” 


Your theatrical manager may not be superstitious. He will perhaps sign 
a contract on the 13th of the month, open a show on Friday, display peacock 
feathers on the stage, walk under a scene painter’s ladder, or tolerate a yel- 
low clarinet in the orchestra. But for all that he believes in signs—S. R. O. 
signs.

—Animated by follies, enlivened by novelties 
and produced cleverly, the Foliles of 1912, which 
opened at the Moulin Rouge last night, was pro- 
nounced the best of the series so far presented. 
The year 1912 has furnisht an abundant crop 
of material from which Julian Mitchell drew 
his follies; Raymond Hubbell did very well with 
the music; H. B. Smith contributed some clever 
lines, and Mr. Ziegfeld, the inimitable producer, 
did the rest. Taken as a whole, the production 
\s noteworthy. 

The entertainment begins when the stage 
manager inquires of the andience what they 
perfer in the way of amusement. “‘A song and 
dance’’ announces a first-nighter. He, and the 
rest of the audience get what they want, and 
then various members of the audience hurl criti- 
cism at the act. A Frenchman in an orchestra 
chair involves himself in an argument with 
a gallery god. The boy in the gallery starts 
down the side of the house to silence his ad- 
versary He is dragged back by his ‘‘goil,’’ 
after which the couple go on the stage and do 
a Bowery dance, This part of the entertainmen 
start things going nicely, and instantly the 
audience gets in a good humor. Harry Wat- 
son, Jr., plays the gallery boy with a vigor 
appropriate to the occasion. He is easily one 
of the big favorites of the production. Bert 
Williams as a cabby, contributes a big quota of 
the enjoyment. Le Brun and Queen as a jaded 
nag, and Leon Errol as a bounder, get a big 
allotment of laughs. wismiae 

According to the Moulin Rouge offering, beau- 
ty must be ene of the chief follies, for hardly 
any moment of the performance was without 
its ravishments. Girls and girls, and stil] some 
all perfect, all smilimg, many dazzlingly clad 
and others dazzlingly unclad. Beauty mounted 
to a special scenic feast at the beginning of the 
second act, when Bernard Granyille came out 
in a velvet suit and aang Beautiful, Beautiful 
Girl. As soon as he finisht, beautiful girls in 
many forms began to appear from various ar- 
chitecturally well-arranged vantage points at 
the rear. Harlequin came out first, a Ruben- 
esque Venus next, and an Ethiopian slave fol- 
lowed.

of modification which bas and is still going on 
in Western Wheel arrangements, and a casual 
glance into conditions will easily convince the 
most mulerate observer as to the vast improve- 
ment of things generally, when compared with 
the past and previous seasons. 

We have often bluntly reminded the manage- 
ment of the Empire Circuit (Western Whee!) 
of their conservatism and se:ming disregard for 
ell efforts towards improvement and progress 
and at the opening of the new houses at Newark 
and Baltimore we exprest the hope that the 
acenisit on «f a number of new and more suit 
able theatres would mark the beginning of some 
real effort toward a general improvement of 
conditions applying to both houses and shows. 

A season or 80 ago, with a somewhat unsatis- 
factory itinerary, aud with a cr. pe-draped death 
trail of “‘shacks’’ instead of theatres, any ac- 
tive move in a revolutionary direction was 
practically out of the question. Then came the 
opening of the Casino, Brooklyn, a _ veritable 
monument to burlesque, followed along closely 
by the erection of Miner's Bronx, and newer 
and better theatres here and there, as well as a 
more satisfactory adjustment of route, while 
the destruction of the old Academy of Music 
at Pittsburgh and the evacuation of the Gayety 
at Albany marked the passing of what was 
practically the last of the really undesirable 
theatres, the general feeling among the show 
managers of the circuit being “‘good riddance.”’ 

When the present season opened up, the bur- 
lesque world was surprised to learn of the ex- 
changes of territory which were te be made 
between the Empire and Columbia Circuits, 4 
and by which arrangement the Empire people | 
were to have sole possession of the Nortb- | 
western fleld, embracing Milwaukee, Minneapo- 
lis and St. Paul. These changes, with several 
other mutual agreements as to the disposition 
of opposition points, altho of mutual benefit to 
both circuits, were especially important to the 
Western faction, as it has enabled them to 
strengthen up other points and to materially 
improve their productions. 

Louisville, Ky., where two burlesque theatres 
have proven too much, is also to be abandoned 
by the East in favor of the West, giving the 
Empire people another stronghold, the Kentucky 
eity always having proven a winner before the 
opposition placed there by the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company four seasons ago. Miner's Bow- 
ery, a historic but highly unsatisfactory theatre 
from a modern standpoint, bas also passed away 
as far as burlesque is concerned, and the down- 
town East Siders of “‘little old New York’’ 
can now witness the shows in a regular theatre, | 
which boasts of a real stage and proper facili- 
ties for the staging of the heavy productions of 
modern-day burlesque. 

With all of these satisfactory changes in 
routes and theatres, the Empire Circuit has 
awakened to a new life and effort, and from the | 
very first day of the present season, the process 
of evolution has made itself distinctly visible. | 

tter shows, better principals, better scenery, 
better wardrobe, better properties, better paper 
and better everything is the instant impression 
of the man who remembers the quality of the 
average Western Wheel production of former | 
seasons, and above all, is the absence of al! 
smut, filth and sug’estiveness and the apparent | 
and distinctive elevation of the performance in 
general. And the Western Wheel has gone one 
better, inasmuch that every single show is now 
compelled to carry at least twenty chorus girls, 
@ vast improvement over preceeding seasons, 
when it was nothing unusual to see a chorus of 
Ofteen or sixteen girls, which at times would 
dwindle to even twelve or ten. Altho we have 
no official knowledge of the running expenses 
of the average burlesque show, it is, in every 
way, safe to state that there has been a big 
jump in Western Wheel salary lists this season, 
and al) for the betterment of the circuit and its 
business. Shows that were formerly getting by 
at a $700 or $800 salary list, are now spendinz 
easily $1,000 or $1,100, some of the shows 
carrying high-salaried principals, which could 
hardly fail to bring their salary totals to up 
around the $1,200 mark. 

A board of directors has been appointed, and 
men of energetic temperament and wide experi- 
ence have been selected to take care of this al! 
important work. The shows have been cleansed 
and improved in. every possible way. Coochie 
dancers, fighters, wrestlers and other obscene 
or brutal forms of attraction have been thrown 
on the ash pile, and the Western Burlesque 
Circuit is slowly but surely, and like the butter- 
fy from the crysalis, emerging from the gloom 
in which it has, for so long, been enshronded. 

The nice. neat, respectable old gentlemen. 
with their strong boxes ful! of stock, have at 
last agreed to let the young fellows move, and

I'd Give My Life For 
You. In the present song he says: ‘‘Tho’ I've 
no wealth I'm rich In love so hear my pleading 
sighs, I'll give the gold in wy beart for the dia 
monds in your eyes."’ In the chorus of the song 
written for the York catalog, these lines appear 
“I have no Wond'rous treaeures to give to vou 
my own, I have no golden kingdom, nor for you 
a throne, I have no gift but love, dear, but 
I've a heart that’s true—I'd give my life fer 
you.”’ The sentiment of both songs Is identica’ 
and the expression almost dove-talle. The repe- 
tition may have been wholly unintentional on 
Mr. Lamb's part, but In one of the verses of the 
song we are considering, we find this line: ‘‘And 
tho a king who loves may give a throne and 
tiches too: he can not offer to his love more than 
1 offer you."’ The exact extent of censure that 
should fall upon a lyrle writer for repetition 
when the thonght appears In a “new suit of 
clothes,”’ has never been fully determined. Per 
hans it in, im a measure, excusable when a 
writer feela that a previous effort failed to re 
celve sufficient ‘‘hoosting’’ by Ite publisher.

New Scheme Employed By Wary Publishers To Offset Tendency 
To Depend Upon One Tremendously Popular Song and 
Sacrifice the Remaining Catalog Numbers 


New York, Oct. 26 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Music publishers have found a means of kill- 
ing the last dragon that jealously guards the 
road to prosperity. Like the heroes of the 
fairy tales, they have heroically met the ob- 


stacles placed in their path to wealth by shift- 
ing conditions of modern times. First the ne- 
cessity to popularize numbers and not depend upon 
counters for the promulgation of anything con- 
taining words and music. Then the teno-cent 
syngicates. Next the remarkable succession 
ts, until even ten cents seems a bigh price 
for a copy of music. 

But the worst blow of all fell last. When 
some firms determined to meet price cuts b) 
concentrating their entire forces upon popular- 
izing a particular number, ‘‘killing’’ it quickly, 
content to accept large immediate profits iu 
lieu of long-drawn-out, larger gains, a real 
Ganger was seen.

THE SECOND VERSE 


Why do writers almost invariably neglect the second verse? What 
should be the most important part of. a serious song and the most 
humorous part of a frivolous one is usually nothing more than a string 
of words running a break-neck marathon for the chorus? 

The manner in which most popular songs are written has a great 
deal to do with this defect. Most popular song lyricists begin with the 
title, elaborate into a chorus, provide the first verse and then try to 
sellthe song. Many of them do not provide second verse until the song 
is almost ready for the market. Others write them so hastily, barely 
pausing after the first verse is completed, that they consider them- 
selves fortunate to be enabled to make some pretense at rhyming, ir- 
respective of the value of the lines. 

Is there any way of impressing song writers with the fact that the 
conventional two verses and chorus that goes to make up a popular 
song is not a set form, but? rather a development. Time there was 
when songs were inexhaustively long. The old Roxburgh ballads were 
really short stories told in verse and set to music. Many verses were 
required to»tell the story properly. The writers would spend more 
time on a single verse, in those good old days. than the modern 
writer devotes to his entite song. They also knew the art of writing 
ambiguous lines that made the songs savor of suggestiveness, without 
sacrificing cleverness. The formula for this kind of writing would 
come in mighty handy to some of our modern writers. 

Gradually the number of verses became reduced, until the present 
form came into favor. But this has undergone a great change also 
within less than 15 years. Take up a copy of a “Coon-song” popular 
about 15 years ago and you will encounter a long-drawn-out verse, ir- 
respective of the size of the chorus. Demands of vaudeville audiences 
and the necessity to get to the meat of the story as quickly as possible, 
made it necessary to cut the length of the verses until the present 
short ones came into vogue. This made the task of writing a popular ff 
song a more simple matter. But most writers have interpreted it to 
mean that the verses are of but little importance. Hence the wretched 
@ verses attacht to choruses of sterling worth. 

Far from escaping this fault the so-called hit-writers are prone to 
commit it. Many of them depend upon choruses entirely and pay 
absolutely no regard to the verses. Others tell a fairly good story in 
the first verse. Put most of them neglect the second verse entirely. 
Indeed, neglect of the second verse has become so common that. when 
a writer does happen to grind out a good one, his friends and admirers 
eall attention to the fact, as though bearing witness to a wonderful 
achievement. 

What is the remedy? Simply impress upon writers the fact that 
the neglected second verse is like the by-products of an oil well. At 
first the by-products were ignored, but now they are a great source of 
revenue. The time will come when the second verse. now relegated to 
acknowledged mediocrity, will come into its own. Other things being 
equal the song with the strongest second verse will become the biggest 
hit. The one part of a song that gives a writer an opportunity to show 
the reserve thoughts in his system will be used for a portraval of these 
thoughts, not as an excuse for a string of nonsensical rhymes that 
bear little or no relation to the original story.

Unlike most firms, they depended 
upon two writers, Ted Snyder and Irving Berlin. 
Seng after song was ground out and pepularized 
to the surprise of the other publishers who 
could not understand how the trick was done. 
Finally the race saw Irving Berlin holding up 
the Snyder end ‘‘alone and unassisted.’’ His 
record of hits has been a never-ending surprise 
to the other publishers who confidently predicted 
that Snyder could not maintain the terrific pace 
set. But when Berlin kept booming along, with 
hit after hit, each a greater one than the one 
preceding, they decided that something would 
have to be done,—and done quickly, 

Ballads were forgotten in the mad endeavor to 
accomp! what Berlin had accomplisht with 
his ragtime songs. It got so that when Berlin 
wrote a suggestive song, everybody wroie them, 
which probably suggested Eve:ybody’s Doing It 
to that prolific writer. But origination and im- 
itation are separated by a great, inpenetrable 
wall and the emulators found that writing a 
song like a hit writer writes a song does not 
guarantee a hit, by long odds. 

Then Remick came forth with the solution. 
It wag a simple one, though it required almost 
unlimited capital. The management of this 
house, now snugly entrenched in their beautiful 
mansion on 46th Street, decided to boost many 
popular songs at once, treating each as if it 
were the one, particular number being featured, 
end advertising all of them. It can readily be 
seen what vast expense was oOccasionel by this 
move, but, in the long run, it has proven most 
economical. For Remick is rapidly making good 
his boast that he has moie popular numbers 
working at one time, on the way to great suc- 
cess, than any other music publisher. In this 
Way no numbers are neglected and both rags 
and ballads are being pusuea so vigorvusly that 
a number like Moonlight Bay is likely to be 
heard on the sane bill embracing You’re My 
Baby. 

Other large publishing houses, including Sha- 
piro and Stern, have adopted this policy to a 
greater or lesser degree. Who can tell whem 
Shapiro stopped boosting Gabby Glide and start- 
ed on numbers like On the Mississippi, Oh. What 
A Beautiful Dream (You Seem) and I’m Saviug 
My Kisses for Someone? Or who can tell which 
of these three numbers is being plugged for the 
greatest hit? Harry Von Tilzer fell in line 
and is boosting both I'll Sit Right on the 
Moon and Somebody Else is Getting It. Neither 
song is being pushed ahead of the other. The 
York Company is pushing Here Comes the 
Bride, a follow-up of Please Don't Take My 
Lovin’ Man Away; Kentucky Sue and- In Your 
Automobile, in an absolu@ly impartial manner. 

F. A. Mills found such a terrific hit in his 
Waiting for the Robert E. Lee that he hesi- 
tates to conform with the new system. But 
his policy on new songs has not been decided and 
the fact that his staff-writers have many that 
look very good promises that he will soon boost 
many songs, at once. Kendis & Paley have 
adhered to the old system, but it has not 
proven satisfactory in every way and they are 
likely to conform to the many-song policy at 
almost any time. Tell Taylor is publishing 
Tell Me, Honey, We'll Go Back to the Farm 
and I'm Going to Write You a Letter, simul- 
taneously. Jerome & Schwartz are boosting 
any songs at once. 

The old system of pushing only one song has 
opened up a splendid opportunity for writers 
starting out into business. as the expense is 
comparatively small. The new system will 
make it correspondingly difficult. But, when 
the aggregate of sales is taken into considera- 
tion, many songs going along nicely produce 
more money than one million-copy hit and the 
new system is likely to prove productive of 
more general prosperity for the music-publishing 
business.

—Jack Siuger’s New Beiman Show, divided into 
two parts A Mixup At Newport and A Rube In 
Chinatown, forms this year's background for 
Lew Kelly, who made himself famous with 
The Serenaders and bas managed to keep him- 
self so. True, the manag. ment also includes 
the more than well-known Watson Sisters io 
the stellar lineup, as a demonstration of their 
pecuniary extravagance. But Kelly is the rca! 
center of the universe and the clever work of the 
lady stars simply emphasizes his prominence 
and takes nothing away from the bit qualities 
of bis work. 

The book is weak and makes real work wel 
come. Kelly seems to realize this and bas in 
jected lines into bis own part that make th: 
wearysome Way of the book light up now and 
then with a really clever line or joke quite new 
to the service. The program acknowledges the 
fact that the book was written by three mem- 
bers of the company, but anybody sitting thru 
the affair would come to this conclusion witbout 
& program. 

Kelly's numerous entrances were eagerly an- 
ticipated by the audience. He retained many 
@ bis Od gags that lk ipt build up his reputa- 
tion and the new ones were really good. You 
eee, Kelly is mistaken for a foreign nobleman of 
French extraction. He secures the Count’s 
wardrobe. This enables him to change cos- 
tumes from time to time. Vic Casmore makes 
a splendid French count and the scene in which 
he denounces Kelly gets a laugh form every- 
body. The count loves an American girl, for 
her mother’s money, and Kelly constantly tn- 
terrupts bis proposals with « stream of the 
*“dope-talk,’’ too complicated to quote, because 
it is too involved to remember. 

Kitty and Fannie Watson do not desert their 
relationship in the play, as they are represented 
as two sisters. The mother, Freda Florence, 
wants the pretty Kittle to marry a nobleman. 
But Kitty has heard the slang talk of Lon 
Hiaseall and, of course, falls madly in love 
with him, after the proper lapse of time. The 
manner in which Lou sidetracks a box of candy 
sent to Kittle by the count threatens to work 
up into something pretty nice, but the incident 
is completely forgotten when the two meet 
again. In real life, a girl would give her 
opinion of a fellow who took credit for another 
man’s box of candy and some tnteresting dialog 
could be worked into the next scene. Fannie 
Watson has little to do in the book, but she 
does that little acceptably. She is handicapped 
because most of her situations are forced dinner 
scenes that leave little room for a display of 
originality. 

But the Watson Sisters score on their spec- 
ialties. They change costumes often enough 
to arouse the admiration of a French modiste. 
Fannie’s enormous figure makes Kittle, plump 
tho she is, appear small beside ber. Perhaps 
this is the reason why Kittle assumes such 
childish ways Her affection even asserts 
itself in her voice, Tho her choice of songs 
wee met a very bappy one, her charming man- 
ner of putting them over won repeated applause. 
Fannie did not Interpret Here Comes the Bride 
in a very serious manner and her frivolous 
rendition spoil d the effect of the song. Kittie 
should visit the music publishers until she finds 
a song to take the place of Come Down Mr 
Moon The hest bit the two do is the double 
version of Ragtime Soldier Man, but Kittie 
should have a double version written that wil!

LEVY-UNITED CASE 


Former Alleges That United Booking Offices Is Monopoly and Asks 
That It Be Re:trained From Doing Business in New York— 
Briefs in Case To Be Submitted October 29 


New York, Oct. 26 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Assistant Attorney-General McQuade officiated 
at the hearing of the Jack Levy petition that 
the United Booking Offices and the Vaudeville 
Collection Agency be debarred from doing busi- 
ness in New York State, 

For some unaccountable reason the hearing 
was held in strict privacy, even the newspaper 
men, several of whom were on hand, being ex- 
cluded. 

The action is one that is fraught with much 
meaning to the vaudevil world, inasmuch as it 
will determine whether or not the United Book- 
ing Office can legally refrain from doing busi- 
ness with any particular person, either with 
or witbout reason. 

Levy, through his attorney, Gus Dreyer, 
brought the action after he had been excluded 
from the booking floor of the United. He asks 
that the license of the United Booking Offices 
be revoked on the grounds that they are con- 


ducting a monopoly and are charging more than 
o legal yg of commission, 

evy, who was formerly one of the United's 
prefered agents, 1. e., one of the agents whose 
commissions are collected through the Vaudeville 
Collection Agency, bas also brought suit against 
the collection agency for the recovery of $15,000 
alleged illegally held commissions. 

In the midst of the testimony and before many 
of the witnesses were called on to testify, Mr. 
McQuade stopped the proceedings and instructed 
Maurice Goodman, attorney for the United, and 
Gus Dreyer to submit briefs in the matter on 
October 29. stating it as his belief that the mat- 
ter could be best decided in that way. 

This decision is seemingly very favorable to 
the United which contends that they are a 
private corporation and as such can do business 
with whom they please. They further contend 
that they have no monoply of the vaudevil thea- 
tres, and even if they had, it would be alright 
under the law, as they do not deal in manufac- 
tured articles of Interstate Commerce. 


NANCE O'NEILL OUT OF VAUDEVIL. 


New York, Oct 26 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The much-heralded and talked-of appearance 
of Nance O'Neill in vaudevil has come and 
gone, and in the going bas left the charming 
plever a somewhat wiser if poorer actress. 

Miss O'Neill, according to press reports sent 
out from the United Booking Offices, was to be 
seen in vaudevil over the route originally laid 
out for Mme. Sarab Bernbardt. With this idea 
in view, Miss O'Neill spent several thousand 
dollars in a production of Joan of Arc, and gave 
» break-'n performance at the Union Hill Thea- 
tre, booked by Phil Nash, of the U. B. 0. 

Just what the trouble was seems to be a 
matter of opinion, but suffice to say that the 
booking powers informed Miss O’ Neill that there 
would be no further time for Joan of Arc.

Carlisle Indians,

The season of 1912-13 is now under way, and 
there is every indication that it will be the best 
in the history of the city. There are no presi- 
dential elections or panics to bother Vancouver. 
This city is not by any means the largest on 
the Pacific Coast, having a population of ap- 
proximately 175,000, but it is the best ‘‘show 
town"’ on the Coast, bar none, and that is the 
main feature with theatrical magnates.

accustomed to treat him more as a slave than 
as a man. The role of Albert gave Mr. Maude 
a great chance to distinguish himself, and he 
took full advantage of it. Miss Vera Coburn, 
too, Was excellent as the landlord’s daughter. 
The cast included numerous ‘‘types” of Parisian 
eafe life. the most interesting and fascinating 
being Miss Maidie Rofe, an Italian artiste with 
an Italian temper and a stiletto, which she 
carried in her stocking. 

The Open Door. by Messrs. Arthur Shirley and 
Ren Landeck, produced at the Lyceum Theatre, 
is a melodrama dealing in an ingenuous fash- 
ion with Russian life and the persecution of 
the Jews, as seen for the purposes of Lyceum 
melodrama. 


The growing fashion of introducing a sacred 
figure, this time called Homo, ig followed at the 
Lyceum, and the effect is reverent tho crude.

Among a large company of players, C. W. 
Standing as the Jewish hero, and Miss Lillian 
Hallows, as a dancing girl, call for particular 
mention, because of the real ability of their 
acting. ‘There was every sign that The Open 
Door will be another great Lyceum success. 

A few days hence, The Great John Ganton 
{s to be furnished at the Aldwych with a new 
last act. specially designed to appeal to the 
tastes of London playgoers. Unlike the or- 
iginal one, it is conceived on comedy rather 
than on serious lines, the action taking place in 
the office of Ganton’s son Will, who is supposed 
to have gone into partnership with his father's 
rival—Borlan. The two have come to grief, 
and their manner of doing so provides the elder 
Ganton with a golden opportunity for a good 
deal of caustic criticism on their methods. As 
a matter of course, he ends by offering them his 
help, and so rescues them frem the morass into 
which they have fallen. In this way a happy 
ending is reached without any undue straining 
of the probabilities. Nothing better than 
George Fawcett’s masterly study of the shrewd 
old business man has been seen for some time, 
and it is hoped that the promised alteration 
will place the piece on a solid basis of suc- 
cess. 

When an alteration in the evening bill ts 
wanted it will probably serve to bring back Miss 
Fanny Ward to the Aldwych. The piece in 
which she will reappear has not yet been de- 
cided on, but she possesses several, among 
them a powerful drama, named The Spendthrift, 
which has enjoyed a successful career in the 
United States. 

There are more American plays now running 
in London than there have ever been in the his- 
tory of the English stage. Such a thing was 
unheard of even ten years ago, when American 
plays were seldom produced here. At present 
ten plays, which have been produced first in 
America are drawing crowded houses in London. 
They are: Everywoman, at Drury Lane; Ready 
Money. at the New; The Girl in the Taxi, at 
the Lyric; Gypsy Love, at Daly's; Rebecca of 
Sunnybrook Farm, at the Globe, and The Great 
John Ganton, at the Aldwych. 

These have been seen in America under the 
same titles, but the following have had their 
titles changed from the first American produc- 
tion: Find the Woman, at the Garrick; Little 
Miss Llewellyn, at the Vaudeville; The Glad 
Eye, at the Strand, and The Grass Widows, at 
the Apollo. On the other hand, nearly every 
London success is now presented in America 
afterwards. 

The emphatic success of The Girl in the 
Taxi, at the Lyric, leaves P. Michael Faraday 
free to carry out a project he has contemplated 
for some time—that is, to cross the Atlantic 
in order to conclude arrangements for the New 
York production of his and Frederick Fenn’s 
musical play. Amasis, done some years ago at 
the New Theatre. While on the other side 
he will doubtless take an early occasion of 
seeing The Merry Countess or, as it was named 
at the Lyric, Nightbirds, which has developt 
into one of the season's principal successes. 

Miss Olga Nethersole starts her provincial 
tour on October 5, at Birmingham with a play 
called The Awakening of Helena Richie. The 
play deals with the shame and horror that come 
to a woman married to a hopeless drunkard. 
In America Miss Nethersole appeared in Les 
Dedales, Le Reveil, L’Enigme and Maeterlinck’s 
Sister Beatrice—the story of The Miracle told 
by the poet. This Miss Nethersole will produce 
in London at Christmas. 

Miss Marie Tempest goes to America next 
September, when she will take several plays 
with her—Art and Opportunity. which is a 
riotous success at the Prince of Wales Theatre, 
At the Barn and a new play by Mr. Jerome. 
Mr. Jerome's play will be Miss Tempest’s next 
production whenever she needs another piece. 

There are several excelient new items in the 
Palladium program this week. There is Miss 
Charlotte Parry, in the powerful sketch, Into 
the Light, in which all the characters’ are 
played by herself by meang of a skilful varia- 
tion of the old quick-change principle: there is 
Henry de Vries with his thrilling story of the 
wrecked submarine, and there is Fred Karno’s 
company in the rollicking sketch, The Hydro. 
Other exceptionally good turns are furnished 
by Mlle. Irma Lorraine, Whit Cunliffe. Coram 
the ventriloquist, the merry Terry twins, and 
the Harmony Four, and on the bioscope there 
are shown for the first time in London, a series 
of splendid films illustrating Captain Scott's 
dash to the Sonth Pole. 

Sundry newcomers help to maintain the ex- 
cellence and the variety of the entertainment 
at the London Hippodrome, where the chief 
attractions—Signor Leoncavallo’s Zingari and 
the amazingly clever singing and dancing of the 
American Ragtime Octet preserve to the full 
their origina] popularity.

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RINK AND SKATING NEWS 


Fire Destroys Palace Rink, Des Moines, lowa—Annountement of 
Polo League Revives Interest in That Branch of Sport— 
Other Skating Events Reported to The Billboard 


By JULIAN T. FITZGERALD, 


PALACE RINK, DES MOINES, BURNS. 

The Palace Roller Rink at Des Moines, Ia., 
owned by Charles Namur, and managed by E. R. 
George, one of the best roller rinks west of the 
Mississippi River, burned Sunday morning, Oc- 
tober 26, at 6 a. m. Nothing was saved except 
what was contained im the vault and one back 
room. All the skates, both private and rink 
skates were buried in the debris, and the band 
master lost all that he possessed, his valuable 
instruments. Everything was covered by insur- 
ance, and Mr. Namur intends to rebuild soon and 
will have one of the best rinks in the West, 
probably in operation before the holidays are 
over, The Palace Rink has, during the past 
few years enjoyed an extra run of business, and 
now Des Moines is left without a skating rink, 
except the Coliseum, which is not at present in 
any shape for a rink. To open the Coliseum 
would require a new floor and many other im- 
provements that would require quite an invest- 
ment before it could be put in shape. 


LETTER FROM HOUGHTON, 
The Amphidrome, Houghton, Mich., 
October 23, 1912. 
J. T, Fitzgerald, Billboard:—We opened our 
roller skating rink for the fall season and had 
for our attraction Dare Devil Frank, who, 1 am 
glad to state, bas a good act and was very 
pleasing to our patrons. Our fall business has 
opened up very well and interest in roller skat- 
ing seems to be about as good as in the past 
seasons. We have been able to keep our roller 
skating season about the same for the past eight 
years, and I think the reason for this is, that we 
do not give them too much skating at one time. 
We roller skate about seven or eight weeks 
in the spring months and the same in the fall. 
We ice skate in the winter season. We have 
a very good skating surface, being 80x180, with 
a dance hall in connection that is 55x90. Our 
patrons can skate or dance, or both, for the same 
admission, and the one music does for both skat- 
ing floor and dance ball. I think our dancing 
adds a good deal to the popularity of skating, 
as I notice that a good many of our patrons 
skate for about an hour or so and then go danc- 
ing. Of course I try and keep interest in skat- 
ing by putting on good attractions occasionally 
when they are to be had. There are not a8 many 
skating attractions as I would like to see. If 
you know of any good attractions backt by your 
Rink Managers’ Association you might send me 
the names I think I have played everything 
that I consider a good attraction, but of course 
I don’t know all the attractions that are on the 
road, and there are only a limited number that 
advertise.

POLO LEAGUE REVIVES INTEREST. 
Latest interest in roller polo, which has been 
smouldering, but has been buried, as it were, 
ever since the closing of some of the old rinks 
that fostered polo, has been awakened by the 
announcement of a roller polo league to include 
cities of the Middle West. The old-timers who 
used to play the game are anxious to try their 
skill at kt agaip and the speed phenoms of the 
present day are anxious to learn the exciting 
sport of which they have been told by those 
who have played it. The organizers in this big 
move are Manager Peter J. Shea, of the Palace 
Rink, Detroit; Julian Fitzgerald, secretary West- 
ern Skating Association and Rink Managers’ As- 
sociation of America; Walter W. Osmun, Mich- 
igan Governor of the Western Skating Associa- 
tion; Joseph W. Manch, mamager Riverview 
Skating Palace, Milwaukee, and H. W. English, 
president Rink Managers’ Association, and Man- 
ager Carnival Court Casino, Buffalo, N. Y. Al- 
though at the present time Manager English wil! 
not be able to put in a team, he is a strong 
backer for the revival of the great game, and 
will do all in bis power to assist the organiza- 
tion, and will later on have a team in the 
kague. 


CHARLES H,. LUIGARD 


Mr. Luigard is the proprietor of the Delmar 
Hotel, in Reading, Pa., an enthusiast in skat- 
ing affairs, one-time champion speed skater of 
Pennsylvania, and at present manager and back- 
er of Jesse Carey, champion 24-hour professional 
roller skater of the world, who is to defend his 
title in the Paris (France) 24-hour race. 


In the first announcement of the league it was 
stated that the large cities would include a8 
far West as Denver, but after figuring out the 
great distance between the jumps, it was decided 
to confine at the present time to the Middle or 
Central States and pot reach beyond Minneapolis 
in the West, and Cleveland in the East, as the 
cities mentioned for the league. There are Sev- 
eral cities in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Wis- 
consin that could be induced to put a team in 
the field, and at the same time would not make 
the railroad jumps so great. 

Roller polo is without doubt one of the most 
exciting games knewn to the lover of sports, 
and the reason for its popularity is the possibil 
ity of enjoying the game, without thoroughly 
understanding its technical points. In this it 
is different from basket ball and other athletic 
games. The attention of the spectator is riv- 
eted on the rapidly varying scenes of the arena 
or playing surface, from the instant of the 
sound of the referee’s whistle to the tap of the 
gong. In the Western rinks the playing surface 
is uniform, being 100x50 feet. In the East these 
as small a8 38x6> feet. The smaller surface 
as small as 38x65 feet. The smaller surgace 
makes it a rougher game, and the more spec- 
tacular features, such as passing the ball, or 
carrying it for any distance are practically 
eliminated. Wonderful dexerity can be acquired 
in these feats, and much excitement for the 
spectator. 

The game is played with five men on each 
side. Each man has fastened to his wrist a 
strap ten inches long, to which is attacht a 
stick curved at the end, much like those used 
in the hockey game. A bright red ball is placed 
in the center of the playing surface and at the 
sound of the referee’s whistle, the battle is on. 
Ove man from each team rushes for the ball, 
while the second rushes, the centers and half 
backs follow, taking up their relative positions 
The fifth man is left to guard the goal and he, 
with the aid of the half back, is supposed to 
keep the opposing team from putting the ball 
in the goal. The two rushers and center pass 
and juggle the ball, always endeavoring to find 
opportunity to pass the half-back and goal tender 
for a score. The rushers are the two men on the 
team who play the offensive while the center 
falls into either offensive or defensive play as 
the needs of the case may demand. The half- 
back and goal positions are entirely defensive, 
while it sometimes happens that a half-back 
will make a score, it is the exception and not 
the rule of the game, as his principle duty is 
to prevent goals from being made by the oppos- 
ing team, effectually blocking men and breaking 
up team work. 

Three periods of 15 minutes each, with five 
minutes intermission. constitute a game, except 
in case of a tie score, when another period is 
begun and played until a score is made. The 
game is awarded to the side making the first 
score. In regular 45-minute games the team 
leading at the expiration of the time limit is 
winner. Often the three periods are played with 
but one score made, and the audience witnessing 
such a contest is wrought up to a high pitch. A 
championship series always arouses more en 
thusiasm than an ordinary contest, but under 
any circumstances roller polo is a game to arouse 
the sluggish blood, make the business man for- 
get his trouble and afford much food for a heat- 
ed argument the following day. 

In its present condition and with its present 
methods, if it is properly organized, it wHl in 
all probability become the national winter roller 
game once more. Rink managers who will take 
to this game will find that it is far from be- 
ing an expensive venture if played witb ama 
teurs. There are many of the small towns in a 
Cluster that could get up a little circuit of 
local towns, and roller polo would soon take a4 
great hold on the roller skating population.

M. Frank, better known to the skating 
profession as Dare Devil Frank, and who was 
performing at the Amphidrome Rink, Haughton, 
Mich., a week ago, fell from the slide that 
he uses in his act and was hurt so seriously that 
be was carried from the skating floor Unconscious,

knee on the floor in a way that effected both 
of these members. He was unconscious for nearly 
30 minutes. The finale of bis act is a slide down a 
narrow incline. finishing with a leap over five 
barrels and retaining his footing. The act is 
one of the best roller skating acts of its kind, 
and the patrons on this night were treated to a 
littl more than was supposed to go with the 
act. 


WOULD LIKE TO GET IN CIRCUIT. 

Manager Lester A. Love, of the Cardale Au- 
ditorium Rink at Miami, Fla., is interested in 
the Rink Managers’ Association and Skating 
Fund, and would like to get in on the circuit 
of exhibition skaters.

It 
is hoped that the league will get started before 
the winter is well under way, and if the hustling 
of Peter J. Shea, Joseph Munch, Hilbert W 
English and other prominent rink managers 
amounts to anything, this country will again 
see this popular game back in the Iimelight.

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FAIR MANAGERS’ REPORTS 


A Compendium of Useful Data, 


Giving the Attendance, Weather 


Conditions, Industrial Conditions and Class of Attractions 
Prevailing During the 1912 Fair Season 


The DeKalb County Agricultural Association 
at Alexandria, Tenn. held its event this year, 
September 5, and 7. Weather conditions 
were good and the attendance on the three days 
were as follows: Four thousand, two thousand 
and seven thousand, respectively. The industrial 
conditions were the best in years. The attrac- 
tions were furnished by a carnival company, 
and the free acts consisted of a rube act and 
midget boxers. The usual line of privileges and 
liberal games were bad. Secretary, Rob Roy. 

The attendance, with fair weather prevailing, 
Wes very good at the Hardin County Fair at 
Elizabethtown, Ky., September 3-5. On the 
first day, 3,000 were on the grounds; second day, 
7,000; third day, 3,000. The free act consisted 
of areoplane flights.

The 
Wortham & Allen United Shows offered a fine 
line-up, while Irwin Bros.’ Cheyenne Wild West 
fhow. Liberati’s Concert Band and Grand Opera 
Company, and the Moisant Aviators, all free, 
were presented in front of the grand stana. 
The speed events were all filled with the excep 
tion of the two-year-old pace.

The best county fair in the state of Kansas, 
reports Frank E. Smith, secretary of the Allen 
County Fair Association, Iola, Kan., held Sep 
tember 2-5. Fair industrial conditions prevailed 
On the first day. with rain as opposition, 1,500 
Were on the grounds; second day, 13,500; thir! 
day, 12,000; feurth day, 8,000; with fair and 
hot weather on the three days. The list of at 
tractions consisted of wire rope walking, Wild 
West performance and balloon ascension.
